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RULES 

1. Thai the Society shall be called the Record Society, and 
shall have for its object the transcribing and publishing of Original 
Documents relating to the Counties of Lancaster and Chester. 

2. That the affairs of the Society shall be governed by a Council 
consisting of a President and twelve Members, the former of whom 
shall be annually elected by the Council. 

3. That three Members of the Council shall form a quorum. 

4. That the subscription of Members of the Society shall be 
jQi, IS. per annum, which shall entitle them to the publications for 
the year ; but any Member whose subscription shall be two years in 
arrear shall thereupon be removed from the Society, and shall not 
be re-admitted until all arrears have been paid. The number of 
Members is limited to 350. 

5. That the subscriptions shall be due in advance on the 30th 
of June in each year, and that no work shall be issued to any 
Member whose subscription is in arrear. 

6. That an Annual Meeting of the Society shall be held in the 
month of October, of which due notice shall be sent to all the 
Members. At this meeting a Report of the work of the Society, 
with a Statement of the Income and Expenditure, shall be presented. 
These shall be annually published, together with a List of Members 
and the Rules of the Society. 

7. That so long as the funds of the Society permit, two volumes 
at least shall be issued to the Members in each year. 

8. That no copies of the publications of the Society shall be 
sold to non-members, except at an increased price to be fixed by the 
Council. 

9. That no payment shall be made to any person for editing any 
work for the Society, but that the Editor of each Volume shall be 
entitled to twenty copies of the work so edited by him. 

10. That the Treasurer's Accounts shall be audited by two 
Members of the Society, who shall be elected at the Annual 
Meeting. 

11. No alteration shall be made in any of the above Rules 
except at the Annual General Meeting. Notice of any proposed 
alterations must be sent to the Hon. Secretary a month before such 
General Meeting. 

12. That a meeting of the Council of the Society shall be called 
by the Hon. Secretary at least once in every three months.

RECORD SOCIETY OF LANCASHIRE 
AND CHESHIRE 

REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1906-7 



Read at the Annual Meeting held in the Audit Room of Chetham 
Hospital^ Manchester^ ^th December 1907. 



Since the Annual Meeting, held on the 6th November 1906, one 
volume has been issued to the Members. This is Volume 53, 
being Abstracts of Marriage Licences granted within the Arch- 
deaconery of Chester (including Lancashire south of the Ribble). 
This volume, the first, it is hoped, of a long series, covers the period 
from 1606 until 161 6. It has been edited by the Honorary 
Secretary. 

The second volume for the year should have been the fifth 
volume of the Royalist Composition Papers, and was being edited 
by Canon Stanning. The Council very much regret that, owing 
to ill-health, Canon Stanning found that he was not able to proceed 
with the work, and after a portion had been printed off the volume 
has been postponed until a later date. Its place has been taken by 
a second volume of Lancashire Inquests and Feudal Aids, edited 
by Mr. Farrer, to whom the Society is indebted for a gift of the 
transcript. The volume is now all printed, and only awaits the 
completion of the index before being issued to the Members. 

For the current year the second part of the Freemen Rolls of 
the City of Chester (i 700-1805), edited by Mr. J. H. E. Bennett, 
is already in type and in the hands of the indexer; and another 
volume of Marriage Licences has been sent to the printer. 
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The Council wish to place on record their thanks to Mr. 
Farrer and to Mr. Bennett for generously presenting to the Society 
the transcripts of the above-named volumes. 

Since the 30th June 1906 two new members have joined the 
Society. During the same period three members have died, viz. : 
Mr. Assheton of Downham, Mr. R. B. M. Lingard-Monk, and Sir 
David Radcliffe, and the name of one member has been removed 
from the list of members under Rule 4. The number of paying 
members of the Society now only stands at 148.
